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Fanatical Opposition in Mexico

During the 
most stormy 
times of revo- 
lution she re- 
mained at her 
post in the 
city of Gua- 
dalajara, and 
cared for some of the mission property, and 
was often in a position of real personal danger. 
Recently she has taken up, quite independently, 
special evangelistic work among the small 
country villages where the gospel message has 
-never penetrated. In the faithful and fearless 
prosecution of this work she has often met 
with fanatical opposition. In a conversation 
with her, early this year, she told me that, when 
small stones and vile words were the only 
things thrown at her, it was easy; but on one 
occasion a large stone was dropped from a 
roof, which might have ended her work. 

The following account of a recent experi- 
ence has been sent in from the city of Durango 
to the evangelical paper. 

On May 4th, Miss Streater, in company with 
two men who are colporteurs of the Bible 
Agency, and another young man and his sister 
(all Mexicans), went out to one of the villages 
in the state of Durango. On arrival they noti- 
fied the village authorities of what they were 
going to do. This procedure is purely a matter 
of courtesy in these days, for the constitution 
and laws of Mexico permit entire freedom of 

religious propaganda and worship. The presi- 
dent was even gracious; apparently all was 
well, and they felt free to begin their work the

following day. However, not long after the 
interview, the bells on the parish church began 
to ring with great clamor ; and at seven o’clock 
a large delegation, headed by the president 
himself, came to the house where they were 
just preparing to have supper. It seems that 
the sudden ringing of the church bells at an 
unusual time is an old custom from the in- 
quisition, and calls the faithful for the defense 
of the faith. 

We are not told that the priest was with the 
crowd, but he must have incited it to violence; 
for they were ordered in a most savage and 
threatening manner to leave the village at once. 
No sort of appeal to legal rights, nor even 
pleading, had any effect upon the mob, and the 
missionaries were obliged to go out of the 
house. They were grossly insulted, and all 
Bibles, tracts and hymn books were taken from 
them and immediately burned. 

After this the mob became more openly 
violent, and began to strike and push them 
forward along the road, until another village 
was reached, It was now getting late, but the 
inhabitants were called out and urged to assist 
in the persecution, and asked to take the pris- 
oners on their way to the next town. 

With the increase in numbers the violence 
also increased. Pistols, clubs and machetes 
were in evidence. Money, outer garments, 
and all other effects were taken from them; 
and they were knocked down, stoned, and some 
of them, dragged along, and thrown into a 
ditch. 

When Miss Streater for the second time 
crawled out of the mud and water, she was 
violently thrown upon a heap of stones, where 
she remained utterly helpless. She began to 
pray audibly, when one of the men struck her 
twice on the mouth and ordered her to be quiet. 
Pistols were discharged close to her and right 
over her body, and there were hoarse shouts 
for the Virgin and the Church. An effort was 
made to violate the Mexican girl, and was only 
frustrated by the utmost courage of her 
brother and the other two men of the party, 
all of whom had received serious injuries. 

Sustaining at every step of the way the 
curses and blows of the mob, they made their 
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way to another village. Arriving at midnight, 
the inhabitants did not seem disposed to answer 
the calls to come out and help drive the mis- 
sionaries farther, and those who had come thus 
far were tired and far from home, and so began 
to disperse and leave them alone. 

Miss Streater and Sefiorita Carillo, the Mexi- 
can girl, lay for two nights and a day on the 
ground in an open corral, while the men of 
the party made heroic efforts to save their lives. 
Finally Miss Carillo was able to stand; but 
Miss Streater seemed to be in a dying condi- 
tion. Ona stretcher made from two limbs and 
an old sack, she was carried by these brave 
fellows to a place where notice could be sent 
to the city of Durango, and after great delay 
was landed among friends and placed under 
the care of a physician. 

On examination it was found that Miss 
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Streater’s left leg had been broken in two 
places, the hip dislocated, and she had received 
very severe bruises on the chest and other parts 
of the body. Latest reports say that she seems 
to be improving, and will probably recover. 
When told by the doctor that it would take at 
least two months before she could leave the 
hospital, she was very sorry that it was going 
to be such a long time before she could go back 
to the villages in the country with the message 
of peace and love from the Christ of Calvary. 

From information coming from widely sepa- 
rated districts, there is evidently a concerted 
plan on the part of the Church of Rome to 
oppose in this way the progress of the gospel; 
and the young man who sent in the account 
closes with a prayer of St. Paul for courage 
to withstand the trials which seem to be coming 
upon the followers of the Lord. 


Forty Years on the Board of Managers 


ORTY years of uninterrupted service as 

a member of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society is the enviable 
record held by its President, Mr. Churchill H. 
Cutting. Elected to the Board at the May 
meeting in 1882, he has enjoyed a longer period 
of service than any other living member of the 
Board. 

The anniversary of his election was fittingly 
observed by the Board at its meeting in May. 
Vice-President Hyde occupied the chair, and 
the devotional service was conducted by Vice- 
President William Phillips Hall, who read a 
selection from the ninety-first Psalm and of- 
fered prayer. 

Mr. Hyde called the attention of the 
Board to the fact that that meeting was 
the fortieth anniversary of President Cutting’s 
election to the Board of Managers, during 
three years of which he has served as Presi- 
dent of the Society. He dwelt upon Mr. 
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Cutting’s great devotion to the work of the 


Society, and his accomplishments as an active | 
member of the Board—as chairman of its — 
various committees, and more recently as its 


President. 

Mr. James Wood, President Emeritus, was 
unavoidably detained from being present at 
this meeting, but sent his expressions of good 
will. Felicitous remarks were made by Secre- 


tary Haven in behalf of the secretarial staff, | 


and by various members of the Board. 

President Cutting made a very happy and 
appreciative response. 

One of the members of the Board provided 
the floral decorations, which consisted of a 
handsome bunch of forty roses which adorned 
the speaker’s desk. 

Brief mention of the event was made in the 
minutes of the May meeting in the last issue, 
but the event is worthy of this special though 
brief notice. 


Notes and Comments 


HE golden wedding of the Rev. and Mrs. 

EF, G, Penzotti was celebrated on March 
22d, at Buenos Aires. They are held in such 
high and affectionate regard that the largest 
Methodist church in the city was called into use. 
Many kind and good things were said about 
them and their work. A unique feature, and 


one that indicated how their lives have been 
wrapped up in the work of the American 
Bible Society, was the taking of a collection 
amounting to over $200 in Argentine currency 
for the work of the American Bible Society. 
We are glad to record that, from the report 
sent, Mr. Penzotti’s health has been improving. 
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His son writes, “He simply can’t stay quiet. 
At present he is away on an evangelistic tour. 
He is a great help to me, and I trust that God 
will spare him for a few more years.” Mr. 
Paul Penzotti is planning to take several ex- 
tensive trips into the interior of the La Plata 
Agency, and his father is kindly volunteering 
his services to look after the work at head- 
quarters, with which he has been so long 
connected. 

THE Rev. W. F. Jordan, Agency Secretary 
for the Upper Andes Agency, has been on a 
brief visit to the United States, conferring 
with the officers in New York, and especially 
arranging for the publication of a book on the 
Indians in South America. 

The Revell Company has recently published 
a volume from his pen, ‘““Crusading in the West 
Indies.” It is a very readable and interesting 
book, full of information, for both the traveler 
-and religious worker, upon the land, the peo- 

ples, the habits, and the governments in Cuba, 
Haiti, Porto Rico, and other islands of the 
West Indies. 
THe Rey. Arthur C. Ryan, Secretary of 
the Levant Agency of the American Bible 
' Society, arrived in New York City, from Con- 
stantinople, Turkey, the middle of April, and 
returned to his field on June 5th, after a stren- 
-uous two months of hard work. Mr. Ryan 
combined, in this hurried visit to the United 
States, three purposes: (1) Conference with 
the officers of the American Bible Society 
on certain important matters connected with 
the work of the Levant Agency; (2) speaking 
to many representative American audiences on 
either or both of the following subjects: “The 
American Bible Society in the Near East,” 
and “Constantinople and International Re- 
adjustment”; (3) a summer vacation which he 
has not had since 1919. He gave more than 
‘sixty addresses before rotary clubs and 
churches in various cities in New York, Mas- 
sachusetts, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Iowa, 
as well as lecturing in Oberlin College. On 
Good Friday in the Bible House before the 
employees and officers, Mr. Ryan spoke of the 
reat need of the orphans in the Near East, 
the land where the Bible scenes are laid. 


- Worpd comes to us that the Rev. Samuel C. 
Benson, Agency Secretary of the Eastern 
Agency, has received the degree of doctor of 
philosophy at Oskaloosa College, Iowa, for 
work done some time ago, plus Columbia and 
Yale credits, and various writings, etc. We re- 
joice in this recognition of his work and merits. 
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By the death, on May 26th, of Miss Eu- 
phemia M. Olcott, the New York Female 
Bible Society, auxiliary of the American Bible 
Society, lost the valued presence and assistance 
of one who had been its efficient corresponding 
secretary for twenty-seven years. She was the 
sister of Mr. Eben E. Olcott, member of the 
Board of Managers, a loyal friend of the 
American Bible Society, and active in church 
and other good causes. The Board of Mana- 
gers, at its meeting on June lst, took action 
expressing to the New York Female Bible 
Society and to members of the family, its sym- 
pathy in their loss and its high appreciation of 
the life and services of Miss Olcott. 


NEWSPAPERS are apparently giving varied 
and increasing space to the publication of the 
Bible stories and text. The Topeka Daily State 
Journal, Kansas, for instance, has been pub- 
lishing in serial form the Gospel of Mark, 
following the Weymouth Text. The managing 
editor writes us: “The original printing was 
for experimental purposes. We wished to see 
if there was interest in the Bible as newspaper 
reading. The result has been rnarvelous. Our 
mails have been swamped with inquiries, with 
requests for papers containing the serial, and 
with congratulations. J never realized that 
there was so much interest ia “The World’s 
Greatest Story.’ ” 


Copies of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, Ohio, 
have come to us with pictures of Bible scenes 
and brief descriptions, and an invitation to chil- 
dren readers to color the pictures and send 
them in contest for a prize. The prize winner 
and those who win honorable mention are an- 
nounced each day. The McClure Newspaper 
Syndicate furnishes the picture and story to 
the newspapers it serves. 


Some of our readers may recall that the 
New York Herald, forty years ago, on May 20, 
1881, the day of publication of the English 
Revised Version, printed a page of the old and 
new translations in parallel columns, which 
had been cabled to it from England.

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A Beautiful Work in the Philippines

ue HERE is the most worthy place that 

I can give some Scriptures?” Some 
months ago we received a letter containing 
this question. Immediately I ran over in my 
mind the many places [ had been permitted to 
visit in my twenty years of foreign service, 
averaging almost twenty-five thousand miles 
of travel each year. All the work I have been 
thus privileged to see, seemed to be of God. 
Some consecrated workers are working in such 
lonesome, distant and difficult places, that there 
is little response, little to show for their labors. 
Others have built up a splendid showing in a 
comparatively short time. But who would 
judge one greater than the other? Certainly 
not I. 

But I called to mind a place where it seemed 
these fifty little New Testaments could just fit 
in most admirably. I shall never forget the 
visit to the little white-housed city in the far 
southern edge of the Philippine Islands. Chief- 
est of all the interesting sights in that Moro, 
Mohammedan center, was the visit to the 
school conducted by a modest, unassuming, 
efficient missionary worker, Mrs. D. O. Lund. 
As she went up and down the country. she 
found beautiful girls, many of them abandoned 


by their unnatural Anglo-Saxon fathers and 
their Filipina mothers. ; 

Left to grow up without care or attention, 
for them there was but one destiny. Their 
beautiful, soft complexions and fine forms 
made them an open prey to the procurers for 
license and lust. Mrs. Lund had no means at 
hand ; her house was small ; but she said, “What 
could I do?” What could she do? What could 
anyone do? Just what she did. She took them 
into her heart and home. When I was there, 
she had some sixty of these beautiful half-caste 
girls, who, under her loving maternal care, 
were developing into perfect womanhood, as 
the rose unfolds to the kisses of the dew and 
sun. How she supported them, I do not know. 
I don’t believe she knows herself. The record 
of the self-sacrifice it takes to keep that family 
in food and clothing, and teach and train them, 
is kept only in the archives above. Sometime 
she will reap the reward. 

So, when the query came, I could readily 
say I knew cf no more worthy place; and it 
was a pleasure to co-operate with the donor 
and send the fifty little New Testaments, finely 
bound, beautiful little volumes, for these girls.

The Chehome Church is one of the best in| 
the country, largely, I suppose, because it has

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been left more to itself and has not been coddled 
by too much foreign oversight. We are to 
have a discussion this afternoon on the advis- 
ability of their taking responsibility for dis- 
tributing Scriptures in their own district, and 
the hope is that they will undertake it. I put 


an article in the Lao Sunday-school paper a 
couple of months ago, suggesting this as one 
way in which the churches could help the 
Society and cultivate their members. It is not 
strange that the churches are slow in taking 


up this and other work. They were not raised 


‘in work from the beginning, and few people 


like to work if they can get out of it, even 
in America. In college our president used to 
call himself “the laziest man in the world but 
for the grace of God.” I know I have to

the Gospel of Mark in the Daily Mail. Mr. 
Furrer is running selections in Chinese in a 
Sino-Siamese paper. These Scriptures make 
good magazine stories when stripped of their 
chapter and verse figures. I hope to continue 
this method of getting them into the hands of 
people that cannot be reached by ordinary 
methods. People express themselves pleased 
with the daily readings. 

November 15, 1921.—Enclosed are photo- 
graphs of me and my carriers, en route and 
resting; and one of me and the congregation 
of Chehome Church on Bible Sunday. I am 
sorry not to be more expert in this kind of 
work. I find there is a lot to learn about it. 

This morning we sent off ten colporteur- 
evangelists for the Chiengrung field, in south 
China. Two others join them in Chiengrai, 
eight days north of here. The whole distance 
to their objective is twenty-three days-of travel, 
practically a month getting there. They are 
a fine bunch of fellows, and we hope something 
from them. Could not get a picture of them. 
A letter last night says Dr. Mason is coming 
back this way in time for annual meeting. 
He and I will travel together to Chiengrung, 
and I will spend six weeks superintending the

[The following description of the method 
of Bible work in Siam, from a Presbyterian 
missionary, fits in right here well—Eb.] 


How It Is Done 


First, a passport is procured from the 
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Chinese superintendent in Chiengrung, also 
one from the chief ruler of the Tai Lu, called 
Chow Fa (Lord of Heaven): These pass- 
ports not only give permission to travel and 
present the gospel and distribute Scriptures, 
but they are of great assistance in obtaining 
carriers when needed. The evangelists and 
carriers of books stop at night in the same 
village, dividing into sub-groups and distrib- 
uting Scriptures in nearby villages during the 
day, all returning at night to the same village. 
A group of villages having been covered, the 
evangelists move to another. 

The evangelists first call upon the village 


officials, present their passports, tell their busi- < 


ness, and request that all the readers in the 
village be called to the official’s house. Soon

a crowd gathers, to whom the gospel is 


preached, and portions of Scripture given to, 


those who can read. If there are readers in 
the village who have not come, the official is 
asked to escort the colporteurs to their houses, 
where the process is repeated. In this way 
all the readers are reached with the written 
Word, except those absent, and most of the 
people hear the spoken Word, many for the 
first time. 

When the missionary accompanies the evan- 
gelists, we put up at a monastery. On arriving 
at the monastery, the village officials are called, 
to whom we present our passports and turn 
over our entire outfit for safe-keeping. Then 
we request them to have the villagers bring us 
rice, chickens, eggs, and vegetables to sell. 
With few exceptions, the people have re- 
sponded with the cordial hospitality character- 
istic of the Tai. Soon the crowds gather, 
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Bible picture charts are shown and explained, 
portions of Scriptures are given to those who 
can read. One evangelist remains at the monas- 
tery to assist the missionary; the others visit 
neighboring villages. 


A Few Word Pictures 


Four of the eight men, on their return, re- 
ported forty-five villages visited, and 1,058 
portions of Scriptures distributed in the homes 
of those who can read, bringing the evangelists 
in close touch with the people. Buble charts 
were used, and in nearly every village from 
seventy to eighty persons at a time thronged 
the colporteurs to hear. Some made offerings 


to the evangelists, some worshiped, others 
brought rice for them to eat, saying, “These

men are angels visiting all over the world.” 
A Climax and Its Sequel 


At the evening service in a certain monastery) 
nearly the whole village turned out. Men and 
women listened with rapt attention. I never} 
heard a Tai preach with greater power than 
Sing Tawng did that evening. At the close. 
of the service the people did not move to or 
home, but asked us to sing. They seemed 
spellbound. Solos were sung without the 
hymn being announced; the refrain wascaughti 
by others of the helpers in different parts of 
the monastery. The missionary, walking: 
about the monastery, could hear at least two off 
the evangelists speaking to non-Christians, 
urging them to take a stand for Christ. If 
was nearly midnight when all except eight 
persons—four villagers and four monks—ha 
left.

partment. This year, on March 11, the cashier, 
Mr. Henry Faulhaber, completed fifty years of 
service, chiefly in the Treasurer’s department. 
Entering the Society’s service as a messenger 
boy in 1872 in the salesroom, he was attached 
to the Treasurer’s office in 1883 as paymaster, 
‘became assistant bookkeeper in 1893, and 
cashier in 1907. He reports that his hours as 
a messenger boy were from 7:00 a.m. to 6:00 
pm. His superior had him carry on prescribed 
studies and heard him recite his lessons. In 
its early years the Bible House was one of the 
‘show buildings of New York. There were a 


prominent leaders in Protestantism from across 
the Atlantic in attendance at the Evangelical 
Alliance Conference, were among those so 
shown through the building. 

It is estimated that Mr. Faulhaber has han- 
dled more than $50,000,000 during the fifty 
years in connection with the work of the So- 
ciety, in paying for translation, publication and 
distribution of the Scriptures. Mr. Bellows, 
on the other hand, as already reported, has had 
a share in the despatch of more than 60,000,000 
volumes of Scriptures in more than 150 
languages and dialects. 
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In this connection we may repeat what was 
mentioned in the minutes of the Board meeting 
for April, 1922. Seven members of the 
bindery force have served fifty or more years: 
Mary J. Kelby, 53; Isabella Davis, 53; Lillian 
Hall, 53; Mary Hamann, 52; Carrie A. Low, 
52; Mary Irwin, 50; Robert J. Milford, 50.

XIPECTATIONS have been more than 

fulfilled by the demands for the small 
volume of Scripture passages in New York 
Point and Revised Braille.

The Torpedoed Bible* 


The Story of a Marvelous Preservation 
By Rey. Charles A. McAlpine 


OT only has the Bible been the great 
preserver of man’s higher life; it has 
itself been preserved in marvelous ways. 
And lest we should come to think that the 
day of miracles has really passed and the 
God of miracles has abdicated in favor of the 
'time-table, here comes a 1920 tale of some 
“scraps of paper” so precious that they seem 
to be watched over by the Ruler of the seas 
who makes “the winds and the waves obey 
his will,” and guides those priceless leaves 
‘to a safe haven and a friendly shore after 
‘months of apparently purposeless drifting on 
the waves of the vast ocean. 

This most recent Bible “miracle” has been

the recovery of a unique version from the 
very bed of the ocean, and it reads like a 
romance. In fact, that master romancer him- 
self, Victor Hugo, once conceived a similar 
happening, and “made it the chief theme of 
his “The Man Who Laughs.” The genera- 
tion that had received all of Hugo with 
adulation denounced his art, for once, as 
being too improbable. Hugo imagines a 
tempest at sea, a ship about to sink with the 
three remaining survivors aboard; and one 
of these three, a man, holds in his heart the 
story of a crime and a disinheritance. He 
transfers the secret to paper, encloses it in a 
sealed flagon, and, standing high upon the 
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sinking ship, commits it to the waves at the 
very moment when the vessel goes under 
with them all. That sealed flagon bobs along 
the seas for years; and, when at last it comes 
to land and is opened, the contents bring a 
wandering mountebank into his rightful 
place of marquis. 

That is Victor Hugo’s strange story. To 
the critics it sounded incredible. And yet a 
reality as fantastic as this romance has 
brought us from the sea a manuscript more 
precious than the tidings of any succes- 
sion. 

In southern Nigeria before the Great War 
there was a missionary, Archdeacon Dennis, 
who wanted the Bible for his natives. Noth- 
ing but this book could hope to stamp out 
almost universal fetich-worship, widespread 
slavery,—which, though legally dead, is still 
operative,—the remnants of cannibalism and 
human sacrifice that still persist, and all the 
misery of savagery which the Bible has con- 
quered in other parts of the world. There 
existed no Bible in the world in the dialect 
of the tribe to which Dennis had been sent, 
and he devoted the greater part of his life to 
the making of one. There, in the steaming 
tropics, he worked as few men have the 
energy to work; for the task of learning an 
African language, composing a dictionary, 
clarifying the grammar, and translating into 
the language the whole Bible, is one that 
needs all the perseverance given by a great 
faith and desire. Three or four hours are 
likely to be spent on a comparatively simple 
verse, and there are 3l,1/73 verses in the 
Bible! And, when a real snarl is met, it may 
be a month before the translator can find the 
exact word or phrase. 

Archdeacon Dennis had to use an infinite 
amount of patience and ingenuity in order 
to bring the meaning of the Bible home in 
a pagan language. What can an Efik or an 
Ibo of Nigeria know about the cherubim? 
How convey the abstract idea of the Holy 
Ghost to the cannibalistic worshiper of a 
visible juju? There was no ancient civiliza- 
tion in Nigeria which could help them to 
understand a translation that did not sim- 
plify for their understanding a book written 
in the cultivated East, and yet the trans- 
lator’s duty was to keep the essentials clear- 
cut and intact. It was a stupendous task, 
and the great responsibility felt while doing 
it made it none the easier. 

At last it was finished. But the printing 
was another problem. That was a matter 
for the Bible societies. No ordinary print- 
ing-shop .in Nigeria, nor in Europe or 
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America, is prepared to handle an edition of 
the Bible even in English, to say nothing of 
one in some unheard-of African dialect for 
which the demand could not be great enough 
perhaps for decades to pay the cost of publi- 
cation. For Bible publication is expensive 
work, as all must know; and in most coun- 
tries where the missionaries work they must 
teach the people to read as well as provide 
the literature to be read. And so we have 
the great Bible societies—the American 
Bible Society is our national society in this 
country—which have been responsible for 
the publication (and in most cases for the 
translation) of the Scriptures into more than 
seven hundred different languages and dia- 
lects at the present time. What commercial 
printing-house could afford to print the Bible 
in Bicol and Cherokee, in Ibanag and 
Ilocano, in Kusaien and Muskogee, in 
Ojibwa and Pampangan, in Pangasinan and 
Punjabi, in Tagalog and Visayan, besides 
the hundreds of others for more than two- 
thirds of the world’s peoples? But Christian 
people, believing that the Bible itself is the 
great missionary, have put, and are yearly 
putting, their money into the publishing of 
the Scriptures without note or comment, in 
languages where the initial demand is small 
as well as in those in which the Book is the 
perennial “best seller,” so that the time may 
come when men shall speak no tongue in 
which the Bible is not printed. 

But to come back to our story. When 
his translation was completed, Archdeacon 
Dennis set sail for England with his manu- 
script to oversee the last stage of his life- 
work. He never saw England, for by this 
time the war was on and the submarine 
roamed the sea. The missionary’s ship was 
one of those that were torpedoed and sent to 
the bottom, he perishing in the wreck. But 
not “sunk without a trace”; the precious 
manuscript floated free. The life-work of 
the murdered missionary was borne onward 
by the wind and waves until it found its 
haven in a crevice in the rocks of Wales. 
Not to a savage or pagan or uninhabited soil 
it drifted, but to a Christian land, where 
the seacoast was small enough to be well 
visited, and the people intelligent enough to 
realize the possible value of sheet after sheet 
of words that conveyed no meaning to them, 
and where, through this combination of cir- 
cumstances, the precious manuscript was re- 
trieved, to become a Bible that will carry 


light to still another people of the Dark 
Continent.

JUNE MEETING OF THE BOARD 


"ECHE second stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 
L gers of the American Bible Society in its one hun- 
dred and seventh year was held at the Bible House, 
on Thursday, June 1, 1922, at 3:30 o’clock p.m., 
President Emeritus Wood in the chair. 

- Devotional exercises were conducted by the Rey. 
Arthur C. Ryan, who read a selection from the sixth 
chapter of Ephesians, after which he offered prayer. 
_ By invitation, Mr. Ryan, Agency Secretary in the 
Levant, who had recently come on a brief visit to the 
Jnited States, told of conditions in the Levant 
Agency favorable and unfavorable to the circulation 
of the Scriptures. ' 

Secretary Haven mentioned the presence of the 
Rev. W. F. Jordan, Agency Secretary of the Upper 
Andes Agency, on a brief visit to America, and the 
900k which he had recently published, “Crusading in 
he West Indies.” 

The minutes of the first stated meeting of the 
3oard of Managers for the one hundred and seventh 
rear were presented and approved. 

In completion of previous action of the Board, 
Article X of the By-Laws was amended by substi- 
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tuting the word “nine” for ‘“‘seven” before the word 
“members” in the initial phrase, so that it shall read: 


ANIROICIKCI AE, HK 
Standing Committees 

“There shall be elected annually, by ballot, at the 
first meeting of the Board of Managers, after the 
annual meeting of the Society in May, the following 
standing committees of nine members each:” 

On recommendation of the General Reference 
Committee the following action was taken: 

“TuHat, until otherwise ordered by the 
Board, when a quorum of the Board is not 
available during July, August, and Septem- 
ber, the Board delegate to the Committee of 
General Reference and the Committee on 
Finance, authority to deal with such matters 
as require attention, and the counsel of the 
Society considers may be legally so handled.” 


The minutes of the standing committees which had 
held meetings during the previous month were pre- 
sented and approved. 

The acceptance of election as Vice-Presidents by 
S. G. Atkins, of Winston-Salem, N. C., and the Hon. 
Edw. N. Pearson, of Concord, N. H., were reported. 

_The consignments to the Society’s Foreign Agen- 
cies during the month of April were: 

To Caribbean, 15,073 volumes, valued at $2,854.10; 
to La Plata, 1,180 volumes, valued at $449.13; to 
Mexico, 2,884 volumes, valued at $546.59; to Philip- 
pines, 2,000 volumes, valued at $187.15; to West 
Indies, 2,750 volumes, valued at $385.75. Total, 23,887 
volumes, valued at $4,422.72.
